the shoppers who use them, accord- 
ing to the California Department of 
Public Health. 

Long Beach banned plastic bags 
from commercial use in grocery 
stores and big retailers in 2011, en- 
couraging shoppers to instead use 
reusable bags, according to the Los 
Angeles Times. i 

Although reusable bags are ben- 
eficial for the environment, they can 
also lead to safety concerns if pre- 
ventative measures are not taken,

Long Beach grocery shoppers use 
their.reusable bags to carry fruits, 


vegetables, and breads, though they 


could also carry something else — 
bacteria. 

Repeated trips to the grocery store 
can dirty the eco-friendly bags, and 
the bacteria gathered on the bags 
could lead to foodborne illness for 


according to Cal State Long Beach’s 
Student Health Services Health Edu- 
cator Heidi Burkey. Common bacte- 
ria that spread in reusable bags can 
lead to foodborne illnesses, vomiting 
and diarrhea. 

“Salmonella and E. Coli can 
cause all kinds of illnesses and make 
people very-sick,” Burkey said. “For 


somebody with a weakened immune 
system, it can be very severe and 
deadly.” 

To prevent bacteria from contami- 
nating the reusable bags, Burkey said 
she strongly recommends washing 
the bags frequently. There isn’t a set 
number of times that one should wash 
a reusable bag because it depends on 
how often the bags are used. 

Burkey said she recommends 
washing the cloth reusable bags in 
a laundry machine with detergent 
and warm water and drying them in 
a dryer. For plastic reusable bags, 
it is recommended to wash them in 
hot water with soap and then air-dry’ 
them. 

Disposable plastic bags used for 
raw meat or poultry, however, should

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USU to showcase undergraduate

The University Student Union will 
soon open its doors to undergraduate 
students who want to showcase and sell 
their artwork, whether it be paintings or 
sculptures. The new free-entry art gal- 
lery is set to open this semester. 

The new art gallery will be located 


in Room 100 of the University Student 
Union and open during USU hours. 
Associated Students Inc. Program Co- 
ordinator Keya Allen-Littleton said via 
email that the USU Board of Trustees 
funded the gallery, providing $12,000 
for its installation. 

The gallery will feature all forms of 
art, including paintings and sculptures, 
and it will allow undergraduates to show- 
case and even sell their artwork if they 
would like to, according to Christina Es- 
parza, ASI communications coordinator. 

“The students wanted more options 
and made a request of the USU to see if 
the facility could accommodate a small 
venue,” Allen-Littleton said. 

In response, the USU Board of Trust- 


ee members submitted a proposal for an 
art gallery, Allen-Littleton said. When 
they asked management to look for a 
possible location in the USU, Allen-Lit- 
tleton said she suggested the location. 

“Students were looking for a gallery 
to display their artwork and have an 
option to offer items for sale,” Allen- 
Littleton said. 

Esparza said that the gallery’s main 
goal is to show different pieces monthly 
in the new art gallery where undergrad- 
uate students will be able to showcase 
their work. 

The USU BOT approved the project 
in November 2012 and construction be- 
gan in January, Allen-Littleton said. A 


date for the gallery’s opening has yet to 
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never be washed and reused. It is essen-

Burkey said. 

According to Burkey, to avoid cross- 
contamination, it is a good idea to put 
meat or fish in plastic bags provided 
in the produce area of grocery stores. 
She said this can also be done for fresh 
produce. However, Burkey said that her 
ultimate recommendation is to have 
specific reusable bags for each category 
of food. 

“Have specific bags for your pro- 
duce, such as green and red for your 
meat and fish,“ Burkey said. 

It is important not to store reusable 
bags in a car on hot days because there 
is chance of bacteria growing faster in 
the heat, according to Burkey. The bags 
should be stored at home in a cool dry 

_area, according to Burkey. 

Burkey also said that reusable bags 


should not be used.for anything besides 
groceries. She said gym clothes and 
books should not be placed in a reus- 
able grocery bag. 

Many students said they never wash 
their reusable bags. 

“J don’t wash my bags, and I’m prob- 
ably not going to start because it’s al- 
ready hard enough to remember to 
bring them to the store,” sophomore 
music education major Emi Allen said. 
“However, that is a really good idea, 
and it’s.something that I never thought 
about.” 

Viviana Gonzalez, a junior crimi- 
nal justice major, said she also never 
thought to clean her reusable bags. 

“Now that I think about it, it would 
be a good idea to because of all the 
germs and bacteria passed on from 
produce and other items,’ Gonzalez 
said.

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Hugo Chavez death leaves behind 


VENEZUELA — Venezuelan 
President Hugo Chavez loomed so 
large over his country and Latin 
America for the last two decades that 
his death on Tuesday folfowing a long 
battle with cancer confronts the region 
with potentially destabilizing political 
swings and economic setbacks. 

The last classic caudillo in 
power after Cuba’s ailing Fidel Castro 
stepped down five years ago, Chavez 
leaves behind a transformed politi- 
cal landscape and much unfinished 
business. 

Here are some issues facing Ven- 
ezuelans and their neighbors in the 
absence of the powerful leftist who 
was beloved by the region’s poor and 
resented by the elites whose power 
and affluence eroded under his tenure: 


Succession 

Although Chavez built a loyal fol- 
lowing and boosted his United Socialist 
Party of Venezuela to unrivaled 
influence, he leaves behind a politi- 
cal structure fractured by intra-party 
rivalries, bitter disputes with the op- 


position and sharp ideological conflicts © 


between rich and poor, urban and rural. 
Chavez anointed Vice President Nicolas 
Maduro as his preferred successor be- 
fore he left for cancer surgery in Cuba 
on Dec. 9. But the constitution provides 
for National Assembly President Dios- 
dado Cabello to.succeed a head of state 
who dies in office and organize a new 
election within 30 days.

Oil 

On Chavez’s watch, the oil industry 
was nationalized and oil earnings, which 
account for half of Venezuela’s revenue, 
were funneled to programs aimed at 
providing low-cost groceries, higher 
education, free healthcare and new hous- 
ing.. But the national oil conglomerate, 
Petroleos de Venezuela, or PDVSA, now 
faces billions in unpaid compensation 
claims by foreign oil giants whose assets 
were seized. Caracas-based consulting 
firm Ecoanalitica estimates that the gov- 
ernment seized more than $33 billion in 
foreign operations, most of which have 
yet to be compensated. Court awards, 
like a $900-million judgment ordered for 


daunting challenges at home, abroad 


Exxon Mobil last year, could cut deeply 
into the money available to fund social 
services. 


Foreign relations 
Chavez wielded power over the im- 
poverished masses by casting himself as 


_ their protector against an aggressive and 


rapacious “empire,” his reference to the 
United States, also Venezuela’s biggest oil 
customer. With his demise and looming 
economic reckonings ahead, the next 
leadership — especially if the opposition 
gains power — may rethink the ideologi- 
cally driven oil giveaways. Any retreat 
from the PetroCaribe program could re- 
configure diplomatic relations throughout 
the region and open prospects for closer 
ties with capitalist states. 


National economy 

Government spending rose 40 percent 
in 2012. The inflation rate is nearly 
20 percent, overtaking national wage 
increases meant to soften the blow of 
rising food and consumer goods costs. 
Though one of the world’s biggest oil 
producers, the country’s internal and 
external debts have been mounting while 
productivity and income from the vital 
oil trade have declined. Manufacturing 
and food production also have declined, 
forcing a fivefold increase in food im- 
ports over the last decade that last year 
cost the government $52 billion.

direct evidence to support that 
claim.” 

He also argued that the BOE 
erred in classifying the offense as 
major and that the five-day sanction 
was too great a punishment.

election. 

“There is no gray area,” she 
said. “I believe the petitioners 
violated the laws, and I believe the 
five-day sanction was too little. A 
major violation calls for disquali- 
fication.” 

Gold also questioned the legitima- 
cy of Frausto’s claim that the booth 
was a promotion for Kappa Sigma, 
noting that Toney is not a member of 
the fraternity. 

“T think that’s fraudulent,” she 
said. “It wasn’t even a Kappa Sigma 
event. It wasn’t on [Kappa Sigma’s]

Empowering undocumented families 

Child welfare policies have made improve- 
ments to preserve families, but there is still work 
to be done with undocumented families. 

Undocumented families suffer from lack of 
empowerment due to these policies. 

Data shows 180,000 parents whose children 
were in care of child protective services were 
deported from 1998-2007. 
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Undocumented families face discrimination, 
language barriers, deportation and poverty. 

The Adoption and Safe Families Act promotes 
an 18-month time limitation for reunification. 

This time frame continues to run even if par- 
ents are deported. 

If parents are unable to attend court, their pa- 
rental rights may be terminated, as they are seen 
as abandoning their children. 
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In many well known cases, termination of 
parental rights is initiated without the parents’ 
knowledge, and they are not informed of court 
dates or the whereabouts of their children. 

This practice based solely on immigration 
status causes a separation of family and a cultural 
disconnect. 

What can child welfare agencies do to address 
this concern? 
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There needs to be increased awareness of 
the policy, an extended time frame for family 


_ reunification and collaboration between the 


child protective agency and parent’s country of 
origin.

So, what happens when a Rabbi and a Muslim walk 
into the University Student Union ballrooms? 

Well, longtime comedic duo Bob Alper and Mo- 
hammed “Mo” Amer answered that question when 
they brought their “Laugh and Peace” comedy show 
Monday night to Cal State Long Beach and gave 
students lots of laughs while simultaneously break- 
ing down stereotypes through their jokes and sto- 
ries. ;

“TI came in [to that class] to learn English and 
walked out learning Spanish,” Amer said over the roar 
of laughter from the audience. 

According to Amer, as an Arab it was hard for him 
to “find a-happy middle groiind” when he grew up, 
especially after the 9/11 attacks. 

“T have a brother, Omar, who’s a pilot,” he said. 
“My other brother has a Ph.D. in biochemistry. And 
it gets worse: I have a nine-year-old nephew named 
Osama. It’s the trifecta!” 3 

Cynthia Schultheis, the Multicultural Center as- 


“sistant director, pitched the comedy show idea to the 


Beach Hillel and Muslim Student Association. 
“Comedy breaks a lot of stereotypes, and we 
wanted the Beach Hillel Jewish students and the 
Muslim students to work together, and comedy al- 
ways dispels a lot of hard feelings and stereotypes,”

As the comedians took turns performing, it became 
clear that there was not going to be any mention of 
politics. 

“The program is totally non-political,” Alper-said. 
“We don’t talk about the Middle East. We don’t talk 
about anything that divides us.” 

Maryan Abdulahi, a freshman anthropology major, 
said the nature of the jokes made the enviroment more 
relaxed. 

“T thought they were really funny and relatable,” 
Abdulahi said. “It was good that they didn’t talk about 
[political issues] because then it would have made it 
uncomfortable,” 

Alper and Amer reminisced about the start of 
their partnership and talked about their goals for the 
“Laugh and Peace” tour. 


“My goal as a comedian is to bring people to- 
gether through laughter, and we find when people 
laugh together, it’s really hard to hate each other,” 
Alper said. 

Alper said he wanted Muslims to see a warm, af- 
fable Rabbi in hopes that they understand that there 
are all kinds of Rabbis, all kinds of Jews, in order to 
break down barriers. ‘ 

The comedic duo stood up as they talked about the 
main lesson they wanted their audience to walk away 
with when the program ended. 

“There are problems that exist between Jews and 
Muslims, but in the course of our work together and 
our friendship, we think that Jews and Muslims could 
come together if they could simply learn ... Irish danc- 
ing,” said Alper as he and Amer began to dance enthu- 
siastically for the cheering audience.
